Aerial Photos Detect Pollution 


(Waterloo, 111., Republican) 
We have heard so many 
stories about the federal war on 
poverty that we thought we had 
reached the point at which noth¬ 
ing would surprise or shock us. 
But now comes a story out of 
Chicago that tops anything we 
have ever heard. 

The Tribune reported that 
South Side gang leaders em¬ 
ployed in a $^,000 federal anti- 
poverty education program 
have persuaded public school 
students to quit school and en¬ 
roll in the poverty program, 
where they received *45 a week 
to attend classes. 

This was learned from re¬ 
ports of the Chicago police de¬ 
partment’s gang intelligence 
unit. 

The report shows that stu¬ 
dents were being recruited by 
gang members to fill quotas in 
the poverty program. 

The gang members — high 
.sdhoo! dropouts, many of whom 
have criminal records — were 
employed as top administrators 
and teachers in the program. 

They received a $5 bonus for 
each person recruited into the 
anti-poverty program. 

In this program, high school 
dropouts are receiving annual 
.salaries of up to $8500 to ad¬ 
minister and teach other dn^ 
outs, who in turn are paid *45 
a week plus an allowance for 
dependents to attend the 
classes. 

So here we have oa one 
hand a federal government 
program which Is encourag¬ 
ing young people to drop 
out of school. Then on the 
other band, vre have a fed¬ 
eral program urging young 
people not to drop out of 
school. 

We recrtved just this week 
a series of advertisements 


which we are urged to publish 
as a public service or try to 
sell some business mi sptmsor- 
ing them. 

Accompanying the series of 
ads is a message from W. Wil¬ 
lard WIrtz, secretary ot labor, 
addressed to the newspaper and 
saying. "Your help is needed 
to convince ail young people 
that they are committing eco¬ 
nomic suicide if they don’t re¬ 
ceive all the education and 
training they possibly can. 

"I urge you to give this Ad¬ 
vertising Council Campaign 
your complete suppml. The na¬ 
tion will be the beneficiary." 

The ads in this campaign are 
rather clever. 

One of the slogans is "If you 
think staying in school is tough, 
talk to someone who quit,” and 
the ads quote case histories of 
young people who dropfied out. 

This is a fine program, but it 
sure seems silly to us for the 
federal government to pay 
someone to persuade people to 
quit school and then expect pri¬ 
vate firms to sponsor advertis¬ 
ing urging them not to quit. 

The federal government also 
would like tor more young peo¬ 
ple to become teachers. What 
incentive is there for a person 
to go to school for four years 
and then earn less than a high 
school dropout gang member 
In Chicago? 

Something must be done 
to get our system of values 
stralgtatmed out. 

We're taking unfair advan¬ 
tage of people with high Ideals 
—we let them work for peanuts 
because they feel dedicated to 
their work and want to contrib¬ 
ute something to society or to 
the economy. Than we reward 
ambitionless punks with out¬ 
landish salaries because we 
think that somehow that will 
keep them out of trouble.

Tax Aspects of Doctor Bills, Bonds 


(This column of questions and 
answers on federal tax matters 
is provided by the local office 
of the the U. S. Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service and is published 
as a public sendee to tax¬ 
payers.^ 

Q—My father, who qualifies 
as ■ my dependent. Is over 65. 
Is It true that I can't deduct 
the doctor's bills I pay for him 
anymore? 

A—No. The medical expenses 
you paid last year for your 
father are deductible but they 
are now subject to the 3% 
limitation. 

Another change in medical 
deductions is the new provls^ 
on medical Insurance premi¬ 
ums. You may now deduct 
half of the premiums paid for 
medical insurance up to *150 
without regard to the 3% rule. 

Even if your total medical 
expenses bicluding tlwee you 
pay for your father are less 
than 3% of your income, you 
may still deduct half ot your 
medical insurance premiums 
up to $150. 

(2—1 take a paynAI de¬ 
duction for savings bonds 
and put tiiem in my child’s 
name. Who ha.s to pay the 
tax when they are cashed 
In? 

A—It depends on how tbe 
boqda are registered. If tbe 
child Is listed as ctKtwner 
on tbe bond, the purchaser 


is liable for tax on tbe In¬ 
terest If the child is sole 
owner with the parent as 
baeflclary, the child as¬ 
sumes tax Uablilty. 

Q—If I send in my iwturn 
now, how long will it take to 
get my refund? 

A—For returns that are 
complete and accurate, refund 
checks can be Issued five or 
six weeks after the return is 
filed. Be sure to send your re¬ 
turn to the regional service 
center in the envelope pro¬ 
vided In the ICMO package for 
fast action on your return. 

Q—We bought quite a few big 
things for our house last year. 
Can we add the sales tax we 
paid on them to the amount 
listed in the sales tax tables? 

A-^o, only sales tax 
paid on the purchase of a 
car may be added to an 
amount listed on the sales 
tax ubie. 

If yon believe you are en¬ 
titled to a larger sales tax 
deduction than the tables 
allow, deduct the amount 
you have the records to 
substantiate,

of ftock for 8<me years on a 
monthly Investment plan. How 
do I figure the cost of the 
.shares it I sell sMne? 

A—When no other price iden¬ 
tification can be made, con¬ 
sider the shares you sold to be 
tiie ones you acquired earliest. 


Many Ways to Invest for Future

Q. We bought a life Insurance 
policy of $10,000 on my husband 
for which we are pitying *450 
a yeer In premiums. A friend 
has a *10,000 policy for which 
he is paying *130 a yeer. 
Wouldn't we be wise to take 
this second plan and invest the 
difference in premiums in 

A. A person buying a life in¬ 
surance- pcdicy should check on 
what he is buying. It looks like 
you have, in effect, bought both 
life Insurance coverage and a 
savings program. Your friend 
has bought only life insurance 
coverage. 

If you buy a straight life in¬ 
surance policy, you get an 
agreement from an Insurance 
company to pay you a set 
amount—in your case, *10,000— 
if the insured person dies. 

In the plan you have, you not 
only have bought life Insurance, 
but have an agreement with 
the ctwnpany that it will set 
aside a certain amount of yonr 
premium each year that you 
will eventually get back In cash, 
even without the insured per¬ 
son’s dying. 

Trnst Agreement 

Q. I am a widow with two 
scho<4-age children. My hus¬ 
band left enough Insurance to 
enable us to live the way we 
were accustomed if it is invest¬ 
ed pn^rly. 

My attorney has drawn up a 
trust agreement with our bank, 
but I have delayed signing It 
because I'm not sure of what 
I want to do. Should I invest it 
some other way? I have thought 
c4 Investment clubs, but am not 
in one. What is your cqilnioo of 
trust agreements? 


A. Individual bank trust funds 
vary as much in performance 
as mutual funds or. for that 
matter, the performance of in¬ 
dividual stocks. It all depends 
cn what bonds, stocks, etc., that 
a trust fund has bought as In¬ 
vestments and how well thoee 
purchases do. 

Trust departments of most 
banks have records and can 
.show you what they've done 
with trtist funds for the last 
10 years. This sbouM give you 
some idea of how well the trust 
may perform in the future. 

Most bank trust departments 
have a variety of pn^rams 
under stiilcb they manage 
funds, and it is possible for you 
to specify the particular set-iq) 
you want your particular in¬ 
vestment to be based upon. 

You should realize that you 
don’t have to simply turn over 
your money to the bank for it 
to manage without having some 
cmttrol of it yourself. You could, 
for instance, specify that a pro¬ 
fessional security analyst be a 
trustee along -with tbe bank. 

Air this can be prescribed in 
the trust agreement before you 
sign It. Talk over your doubts 
and questicxis with your attor¬ 
ney and see if he can't come 
up with some ideas for you that 
will handle the questions and 
problems you foresee.

Report On Civil Unrest Should 
Prompt Discussions, Remedies 

The study and conclusions of die Advisory 
Commission on Ovii Disorders are ao sweeping 
in nature that they will be the subject of ey«|i»- 
tion and discussion for some time. Four initial 
reactions relate to a profound truth brought out 
in the recommendations, an error and two omis¬ 
sions. 

Citing the> importance of channels of com¬ 
munication between government and ghetto resi- 
deirta. the commisaion urged establishment of 
neighbortiood etatioits to coordinate municipal 
services with citizens' needs. This undcracoras 
the fact that goveriunent must be kept close 
as possible to the people, with their viewer con¬ 
sidered rather than programs being admirnstered 
fronq faraway bureaus. 

The mistake in the proposals is elimination 
of initiative and perFoirttance requirements in 
providing national welfare paymenta. Unless 
there is adequate incentive to work, it will be 
impoBStble for thoae do shoulder their re¬ 

sponsibilities to provide enough taxes and pro-' 
duction to keep the nation functioning. 

Omissions that come to mind are a clear 
call to all to observe tbe law, and a reminder 
that frustration is encountered by people of alt 
races and financial status. No one is able to at¬ 
tain all that he wishes, but this cannot justify 
abandonment of the system of law and order. 
Civilization is impossible without some restraint 
on an individual’s conduct—enforced fairly, but 
enforced. 

The report unquestionably will perform a 
public service by encouraging a greater num¬ 
ber of Americans to think about present de¬ 
privation and seek remedies. As the comraisMon 
points out, what is at stake is not merely prop¬ 
erty rights or individual safety, important as 
they are. but the future existence of the nation. 


State Law On Monday Holidays 
May Speed Action By Congress 

Now that Massachusetts has formally 
moved observance of Washington s birthday. 
Memorial Day and a propoaed Patriots' Day to 
Moni^ys. there may be renewed ii^rest in 
pending federal legislation on such holidays and 
Veterans' Day. Labor groups, the travel industry 
and the Chamber of Commerce also are advo¬ 
cating celebration of Independence Day and 
Thanksgiving Day on Mondays. 

Goal of the uniform holiday plan is the 
creation of more three-day weekends, broaden¬ 
ing recreational possibilities and achteving less 
midweek disruptions.

Urgent Shriver. a Kennedy brother-in-law. and 
State Treasurer AdlaJ Stevenson IM, who differs 
with U. S. policy in "Vietnam. 

Supposed tipoffs to L^J involvament will 
be two predicted appointments designation of 
Shriver as ambassador to France and naming of 
Gov. Ono Keraer to the U.S Court of Appeals 
in time lor Lt. Gov. Samuai Shapiro to run as an 
incumbent governor. 

Regardless of whether there wsie contact 
between the president and Chicago Mayor 
Daley, all concede that support of LBJ policies 
was stipulated and that rigid party loyalty was 
given ^tief emphasis—wo much emphasis that a 
Democratic split and a GOP sweep of die No¬ 
vember election could result. 

Republican ^bematorhd hopefuls were 
unanimoue in criticizing the developments es 
"thought control,'' "gag rule" end "allegiance 
to the machine rather than to conscience or prin¬ 
ciple.” Thw labeled "the price of any deviation 
from the Democratic party line" as "political 
extinction," and could well have added that 
patriotism between elections need not stifle 
thorough exploration of issues during campaigns. 

I^iey's comments make Hie situation clear: 
"In unity there is strength. We have no faint 
hearts, no weak candidates. We have candidates 
of conviction who will carry the Johnson banner 
to every house in Illinois and to victory in 1968. 
Wc are proud of the actions of Lyndon B. John¬ 
son. He is carrying out policies set by Eisen¬ 
hower and Dulles and continued under John F. 
Kennedy. We've got to heve aome courage in 
Hiis butinese." 

The implied attack on Stevenson grew 
sharper when Daley praiaed Shapiro for "loy¬ 
alty" and then lauded Secretary of State Paul 
Powell as the man "who left the rostrum (as 
House q>eaker) many times to fight for legisla¬ 
tion during the Stevenson (late father of the 
praaent treaaurer) administration. This man is 
responsible for any progress that was made dur¬ 
ing the Stevenson administration/’ 

Paraphrasing his father's quip on the night 
of the 1952 election. "A funny thing happened 
to me on my way to the White House." Adlai 
ill, Illinois Democrats' Itoding vote-getter in 
both 1964 end 1966, told a Chicago Germania 
Club precinct captains’ gathering on the night of 
the slate decision, "A funny thing ha^ened to 
me on my wey to Hie Germania Club." The pre¬ 
vious evening he hed told a press conference. 
"We are divided. The party is bleeding from de¬ 
bate on Vietnam. But these are honorable 
wounds. And debate is a heakhy thing. 

How divided Illinois Democrats become 
this year, and the degree to which intreparty 
debate is stifled, may affect the outcome of not 
only Hie state but national balloting.

Tbe heifers showed no par¬ 
tiality belwean daily nawspa- 
pen and stick magazines. 

Dr. Eari M. Kealer, one of 
the euthocs of the report, esti¬ 
mates tbe dry new^ieper- 
mtdassas mixture could be 
made m> sell tor about *38 a. 
con. Tble would repieseat a 
•tdietantlal aavlng over regular 
feed supplements. 

It la believed that use of the 
newspeper-molaseea mixture for 
cattle could aHeviate the 
expected food deficit that 
threatens the world. It would 
make e cheap and nutritious 
cattle feed available tor cattle 
without using food that could 
be used by man.

Congress shall make no law 
abridging the freedom of speech 
or of the press—but the Ameri¬ 
can Bar Association can. 

Approval by the ABA House 
ta Delegates of the Reardon 
Cranmittee rectxnmendatlons for 
restrictions on pre-trial cover¬ 
age ^ crime news Is In viola¬ 
tion of the spirit of the First 
Amendment If not In outright 
contravention of It. 

It Is one thing for the Bar 
Association to attempt to put 
its own house In order by 
adopting rules which would pre¬ 
vent lawyers from pleading 
their cases outside of the court¬ 
room and In the public prints. 

It Is stxnething else again for 
the ABA to Impose prior re¬ 
straints on publication ot the 
news In recommending that the 
police as well as lawyers should 
withhold certain Information 
from tbe press and public and. 
furthermore, to give the courts 
authority to use contempt pow¬ 


ers to punish p^lce and news¬ 
papermen who disobey the rule 
^4]lvulglng and printing pro¬ 
scribed Information. 

If these recommendations are 
approved and adopted by state 
bar groups and trial judges 
across tbe country, It will be 
the first time in history that 
any non-legislative organization 
has been able to dlctato terms 
governing news coverage, tresi- 
ment and publication. 

Judge Reardon says the re¬ 
port Just approved by the 
Hoiwe of DoiegatM does not 
"restrict the mettle from dli- 
leminatlng publicly any Infor¬ 
mation developed through their 
own Initiative or reaources 
about crimes committed or 
about tho admlnlatntioo of 
justice." 

But It does define information 
which It rays aheuld mx be re- 
loaoid and should not be printed 
under pain of contempt. There¬ 
in ilea tha abrldgmant of the 
First Amendment.
